REMARKS 

Status of Application

Claims 20 and 22 are amended to depend from independent claim 15. Claims 20-23, 

therefore, do not now lack antecedent basis for the claimed "method," nor are they now 

duplicates of any other claims, as the Examiner alleged. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully 

requests that the rejection of independent claims 20 and 22 and their dependent claims 21 and 23 

be withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for allowing claims 25-29. Further, as all remaining 

issues raised by the Examiner with respect to claims 1, 2 and 5-24 have been addressed herein, 
Applicant respectfully submits that these claims are now in condition for allowance.
